An unauthorized 
edition of the first was brought out in this country under the 
title “ Riding and training saddle-horses”—it was not cred¬ 
ited to the author, was incorporated with matter by some 
other hand, and was, according to Mr. A., mutilated. “ A 
system of school-training,” which is about to appear in Lon¬ 
don, was intended as a sequel to the first, and would prove 
too technical for readers who have not had the benefit of the 
primary work. The author has met the case by uniting the 
works under a new title and completely re-arranging them 
and incorporating in the index a glossary of terms.

BOOK PRODUCTION IN JAPAN. 

Japanese literary methods are strikingly il¬ 
lustrated in the lately published return of 
works licensed to be printed in the empire dur¬ 
ing the past two years. The figures show that 
considerable mental activity exists in the coun¬ 
try. Last year 545 works on political subjects 
were issued, against 28r the previous year. 
Law was represented by 255 works, against 207 
in 1880 ; while in political economy the num¬ 
bers were 25 and 15 respectively. Geographi¬ 
cal works declined from 170 in 1880, to 164 in 
1881, while in medicine the increase was from 
229 to 267. In scientific subjects 25 works on 
chemistry and 22 on natural history in 1880 
were reduced to 17 and 29 respectively in 1881. 
Natural philosophy also shows a decline from 
19 to 13 ; so do mathematics from 116 to 107. 
Similar'works on astronomy have declined from 
9 in 1880 to 7 in 1881. In other classes of 
books, however, there is a great increase. Ethi¬ 
cal and moral works have increased from 32 to 
93 ; historical works from 196 10276 ; books on 
poetry and poetical works from 491 to 556; books 
on drawing and writing from 127 to 339. Engi¬ 
neering works have increased from 8 to 28 : and 
books on commerce from 70 to 113. School¬ 
books again this year are nearly half as numer¬ 
ous as all other books put together, numbering 
704> against 707 last year. Lighter literature is 
0 by no means neglected, for 193 volumes of tales, 
novels, etc., were published during 1881. Dur¬ 
ing the year, 149 new newspapers started, but 
the large proportion of 114 never saw the com¬ 
mencement of the present year. In 1880 the 
publication of 266 new journals commenced, 47 
of which soon succumbed. The total number 
of works published last year was 4910 against 
3792 in 1S80. Very many of these books are 
transalations or adaptations of European or 
American works. Among such books recently 
“ conveyed ” are Smiles’ “ Character,” Roscoe’s 
“ Chemistry,” Leone Levi’s “ International 
Commercial Law,” Bouvier’s “ Law Dictiona¬ 
ry,” Palgrave’s “ Chairman's Hand-book,” 
Lord Chesterfield’s “ Letters,” Mill’s “ Three 
Essays on Religion,” Draper’s “ Conflict of Re^ 
ligion and Science,’’ and Buckle’s “ History of 
Civilization.” 


Matthew Arnold, in his “Word to Amer¬ 
ica,” in the Nineteenth Century , written in de¬ 
fence against American reproaches for not 
“ speaking about America enough,” makes 
among many pertinent and impertinent remarks 
on other things, the following on copyright : 

‘‘I should say, for my part, though I have not, 
I fully own, the means for judging accurately, 
that all this points to an American development 
of our Murdstone and Ouinion, the bitter Philis¬ 
tine and the rowdy Philistine, exhibiting them¬ 
selves in conjunction, exhibiting themselves 
with great luxuriance and with very little check. 
As I write from Grub Street, I will add, that to 
my mind, the condition of the copyright ques¬ 
tion between us and America appears to point 
to just the same thing. The American refusal 
of copyright to us poor English souls is just the 
proceeding which would naturally commend 
itself to Murdstone and Ouinion ; and the way 
in which Mr. Conant justifies and applauds 
the proceeding, and continues to justify and 
applaud it in disregard of all that one may say, 
and boldly turns the tables upon England, is 
just the way in which Murdstone and Ouinion, 
after regulating copyright in the American 
fashion, would wish and expect to be backed 
up. In Mr. Conant they have a treasure : Hit 
robur et as triplex indeed. And no doubt, a few 
Americans, highly civilized individuals, “hop¬ 
ping backward and forward over the Atlantic,” 
much disapprove of these words and works of 
Mr. Conant and his constituents. But can 
there be constant groups of children of light, 
joined in an elegant order, everywhere through¬ 
out the Union? for, if there were, would not 
their sense of equity, and their sense of delica¬ 
cy, and even their sense of the ridiculous, be 
too strong, even in this matter of copyright, 
for Mr. Conant and his constituents?” 


THE AMERICAN TRACT SOCIETY. 

From the N. Y. Times , May 15. 

A summary of the work done by the American 
Tract Society during the year ending March 31 
shows that favorable results were attained during 
that period. The new publications were 74 
in number, including 31 volumes, the rest being 
tracts of various kinds, card jDackages, etc., in 
all more than 9000 pages, or a volume of 173 
pages each week. The whole number of vol¬ 
umes, new and old, issued at the Tract House 
during the year was 292,200 ; of tracts, etc., 
5,600,280, making a total of 86,314.468 pages. 
This was 12,000,000 pages more than were issued 
during the preceding year. The society has 
published 7 periodicals, having an aggregate 
circulation during the year of 4,500,000 copies. 
A large amount of religious reading matter was 
distributed by the committee gratuitously 
7,000,000 pages went through missionaries 
into heathen homes; 5,000,000 pages were 
carried by seamen into foreign parts, and at 
least 7,000,000 pages were distributed through 
the medium of churches, Sunday-schools, pris¬ 
ons, and humane associations. 

The receipts of the society during the year 
were as follows: Donations and legacies, 
$100,404.83 ; sales, $257,121.17 ; rents, $15,125 
19—a total of $372,651.19, which, with receipts ' 
from funds for investment and balance in the 
treasury April 1, 1881, makes a total of resources 
for the year of $379,221.57. There has been ex- 
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pended in manufacturing and # issuing publica¬ 
tions, $248,885.01 ; in colportage and colporteur 
agencies and depositories, $60,955.03 ; foreign 
•cash appropriations, $4920.09 ; services and 
expenses of District Secretaries, $10,273.41 ; 
interest and taxes from rent fund, including 
$3000 on reduction of mortgage, $15,234.58 ; 
paid loans, $2003.15 ; investment of legacies, 
$6000; all other expenditures, $25,825.96, 
making a total of $374,097.23, leaving a balance 
■in the treasury of $5124.34. 


A NEWS COMPANY’S LIABILITY. 

We learn from the N. Y. Tribune that “ the 
General Term of the Supreme Court in the 
Second Department has just handed down a 
decision at Poughkeepsie affirming the judg¬ 
ment for $2500 recovered by William F. G. 
Shanks against the American News Company 
for libels distributed by the company. The 
'libels were contained in the papei called Truth , 
the copies of which were sent to the newsmen 
'through the company. The libellous publica¬ 
tions were continued for a long time, and the 
company kept on distributing the papers, de¬ 
spite notices from Mr.Shanks that theycontained 
such libels. On the trial the company admitted 
the good character of the plaintiff. But at 
Circuit and also at General Term the position 
was taken that the company, being merely the 
* machine ’ by means of which the papers were 
distributed, could not be actuated by malice, and 
be made liable, at all events, for more than 
nominal damages. The General Term go fur¬ 
ther than Justice Reynolds did at Circuit in re¬ 
fusing to grant a new trial. Justice Gilbert in 
his opinion, which is concurred in by Presiding 
Justice Barnard and Justice Dykman, holds that 
the American News Company is liable for all 
libels distributed by them, whether they knew of 
their contents or not. This is a new application 
of old principles in the law of libel that it is 
thought will be wide-reaching in its results. 
Cornelius A. Runkle was the counsel for Mr. 
Shanks and ex-Judge William Fullerton for the 
news company.” 


OBITUARY. 

Albert R. Thompson, an efficient member of 
the editorial staff of St. Nicholas , died suddenly 
at his residence in Brooklyn, on Tuesday, May 
•9. Mr. Thompson was born in Paris in 1848, 
and was the son of a Colonel of the British 
army. He came to this country in 1868, and 
was in business for several years. In 1874 he 
began to edit The Metiopolitan , a literary weekly 
in this city, and upon its discontinuance in 
1877 he joined the staff of St. Nicholas. By his 
sudden death the Century Company loses an 
efficient and competent assistant, and St. 
Nicholas an invaluable and tireless worker. 

Theophilus R. Marvin, the oldest printer 
'in Boston, died on Tuesday, May 9. Mr. Marvin 
was born in Norwich, Connecticut, Feb. 23, 
1796. He served his time as printer with Rus¬ 
sel Hubbard, and afterward removed to Erie, 
Penn., where for a time he was purser’s clerk 
'for the celebrated naval fleet on Lake Erie. In 
1823 he removed to Boston and established 
himself as printer, and soon after became a mem¬ 
ber of the firm of Perkins & Marvin, who for 
years were the publishers for the Orthodox de¬ 


nomination, notably of the Church Psalmody, 
edited by Lowell Mason and Geo. J. Webb, a 
standard work for the Orthodox churches. The 
firm was the first to publish Webster’s speeches. 
Upon the dissolution of this firm Mr. Marvin 
associated with him his son, W. T. R. Marvin, 
as the firm of T. R. Marvin & Son, printers. He 
retired from active business about three years 
ago. He served in the legislature several years, 
and was a member of the constitutional conven¬ 
tion of 1853. He served long as a member of the 
school committee, and served in the common 
| council for a number of years. 

We learn from the London Bookseller that 
Mr Robert Riviere, one of the most celebrated 
binders of the present time, died at London, 
April 12. Mr. Riviere was a self-taught man. 
“ He commenced business at Bath as a bookseller 
and binder ; but that city afforded him no scope. 
He accordingly came to London about 1843, 
and turned his attention solely to binding. At 
first his customers were but few, the late William 
Pickering being one. One of his chief excel¬ 
lences was tree marbled calf, and in this he was 
unrivalled. He was also the first to bind in 
calf antique. In 1851 he was recommended as 
binder for the jurors’ edition of the Great Ex¬ 
hibition Catalogue, and from that time forward 
his business greatly extended itself. For some 
years past he was largely employed by Messrs. 
Longmans. The business will be carried on for 
the present under the name of Riviere & Son, 
by his grandson, Mr. Percival R. Calkin, who 
for the last three years has had the management 
of it.” 

James Rice died at his residence at Red Hill, 
Surrey, on Wednesday, April 26. Mr. Rice was 
one of the partners of the well-known Hesant- 
Rice literary combination, which has produced 
many entertaining and popular novels — 
“ Ri*ady-money Mortiboy,” “ By Celia’s Arbor,” 
44 The Chaplain of the Fleet,” etc. Mr. Rice who 
was only thirty-six years of age, was educated 
at Queens College, Cambridge, where he gradu¬ 
ated in law in 1868. He was called to the bar 
in 1871, but his work was wholly literary. He 
was editor and proprietor of Once a Week from 
1868 to 1872. His partnership with Mr. Walter 
Besant began in the year 1871, and has been 
continued ever since. A novel bearing their 
joint names is, in fact, at present running its 
serial course. He published in the year 1879 a 
“ History of the British Turf.” He was well 
known in Canada, having been for the past eight 
years the London agent and correspondent of 
the Toronto Globe. 

Dr. John Brown, whose name is dear to 
many a reader on both sides of the Atlantic, 
and whose delightful stories of “ Rab and his 
Friends”and ‘‘Marjorie Fleming” will outlive 
many larger and more pretentious works, died 
May 11, at his residence in Edinburgh, aged 
seventy-two years. As the Boston Advertiser 
well says : 44 Whatever subject he touched upon 
he enlivened and enriched. Whether dealing 
with the sober facts of his professional experi¬ 
ence, or entering the realm of theology, or talk¬ 
ing about his favorite dogs, there was a strength 
and attractiveness in his methods of thought and 
expression which wijj make his productions of 
permanent interest.” His two volumes entitled 
44 Spare Flours” were among the successful pub¬ 
lishing ventures of the old house of Ticknor & 
Fields, nearly twenty years ago.

The June issue of The Popular Science 
Monthly will contain portrait and biographical 
sketch of Darwin, and an article by the editor 
on Darwin and his place in modern science. 

An unpublished poem on “ Decoration Day,” 
by Longfellow, will be one of the attractions of 
the June Atlantic. Holmes will contribute a 
poem on the dead master, and Mr. O. B. Froth- 
ingham will present an estimate of his charac¬ 
ter and genius. 

The Leonard Scott Publishing Co., 41 
Barclay Street, N. Y., announce that they have 
reduced the prices of their editions of the Lon¬ 
don Quarterly , Edinburgh , Westminster , and 
British Quarterly Reviews to $2.50 each a year, 
or all four for $8. 

MM. J. de Beauchamps and E. Rouveyre, 
Paris, propose to bring out a periodical entitled 
'Guide du Libraire-A ntiquaire et du Bibliophile. 
It will discuss such matters as tastes in books, 
the fluctuation in the value of books, binding, 
and all subjects interesting to book collectors. 

One of the most admirable articles in the 
forthcoming number of Harper is the “ Over¬ 
throw of the French Power in America,” the 
third of John Fiske’s papers on early American 
history.

other literary pursuits. The magazine was 
•unique in its purpose and quality. The ability, 
pure literary taste, and knowledge of the public 
needs shown in its conduct should insure Mr 
Moulton success in any new undertaking.” 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

Benjamin Homans has just issued a treatise 
on “ Money,” by G. M. Weston, author of 
“ The Silver Question,” etc. 

T. Whittaker announces American editions 
of the Rev. Andrew Jukes’ two best-known 
works, “Types of Genesis” and “The Resti¬ 
tution of all Things.” 

Estes & Lauriat have in press “ The Young 
Folks’ History of the Netherlands,” a history of 
Holland and Belgium, from the earliest times 
down to the present, written by Alexander 
Young. 

De Wolfe, Fiske & Co., 365 Washington 
Street, Boston, have purchased from John W. 
Lovell the plates of the Waverley novels, for¬ 
merly published by him, and have now ready a 
new edition in both the twelve and twenty-four 
volume sets. 

Macmillan & Co. are about to issue the first 
volume of a Life of Rev. F. D. Maurice, which 
will be lucent with information in regard to the 
theological movement represented by John 
Stirling, whose reputation far exceeds any¬ 
thing that he said, or wrote, or did. 


The American News Co. will issue about 
May 15 “ The New Shakespeare and other Trav¬ 
esties,” by R. W. Criswell, now on the stall' 
of the Cincinnati Enquirer. When originally 
printed in the Oil City Derrick these travesties 
attracted a great deal of attention on account of 
their originality and humor. 

G. W. Carleton & Co. have just issued 
Blanche Roosevelt’s volume entitled “Long¬ 
fellow’s Home Life.” The volume is made up 
of extracts from a journal kept during recent 
visits at Cambridge and Nahant. It contains a 
portrait of the poet in his study and a facsimile 
of the last letter ever written by Longfellow. 

J. M. Stoddart & Co. have in preparation a 
number of supplementary volumes to the “ En¬ 
cyclopaedia Britannica,” which will contain a 
great deal of material that will be of particular 
interest to American readers. The contribu¬ 
tions will be furnished by the best writers on 
the subjects which they are best qualified to 
treat. Oscar Wilde’s poems are passing rapidly 
through the press, and will be read}' in a few 
weeks. 

At the last monthly meeting of the Station¬ 
ers’ Board of Trade, the resignation of Henry 
W. Curtiss as vice-president and trustee was 
presented and accepted. After some remarks 
expressive of regret, complimentary resolutions 
were adopted and a committee was appointed 
to take such action as it may see fit. At the 
same meeting, William T. Pratt was elected 
vice-president of the Board, and William I. 
Martin as a trustee, in the place of Mr. Curtiss. 

Orange Judd Company have just issued 
the first two volumes of the “ Life and Writings 
of Frank J. Forester” (H. W. Herbert), em¬ 
bracing the first full and authentic memoir by 
Col. Thomas Picton, Herbert’s pupil, friend, 
and life-long companion, fugitive sketches, un¬ 
published ms., etc., edited by David W. Judd. 
The volumes are handsomely printed on tinted 
paper, and are illustrated with a portrait of 
Herbert, a view of “The Cedars,” and other 
appropriate illustrations. 

George H. Ellis has nearly ready, under the 
title of “Gems of the Orient,” a volume of 
aphorisms and selections from the Hindoo, 
Chinese, Persian, and Arabic literatures, edited 
by Rev. C. D. B. Mills, of Syracuse. The work 
will contain nearly eight hundred very careful¬ 
ly selected extracts in prose and verse, includ¬ 
ing many passages which have never before 
been put into English. Mr. Ellis has also in 
preparation a new volume by Mr. Savage, 
“The Modern Sphinx,” and several volumes of 
sermons. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons have nearly ready the 
second volume of William Shepard’s Literary 
Life series, entitled “Pen-Pictures of Modern 
Authors.” It will contain many lively descrip¬ 
tions and recollections of contemporary writers, 
and of writers that have recently died. Among 
these are Curtis’ “Recollections of Hawthorne,” 
Mrs. Kinney’s “ A Day with the Brownings,” 
Justin McCarthy’s “ Visit to Lowell,” and Lar¬ 
kin’s “ Reminiscences of Carlyleand his Wife.” 
Emerson, Longfellow, Bryant, George Eliot, 
Swinburne, Jean Ingelow, “Ouida,” Wm. 
Black, Thackeray, Dickens and many others are 
on the list of authors sketched or interviewed. 
The third volume of this series will be entitled 
“ Pen-Pictures of Earlier Authors,” and will 
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contain similar sketches of the older writers of 
the century. 

Howard Lockwood, the publisher of the 
American Stationer, Paper Trade Journal , and 
other weekly papers, gave his customary annual 
dinner to the members of his staff on Tuesday 
evening, May 16. Among the persons present 
were Wellington Smith, President of the Na¬ 
tional Association of American Paper-makers ; 
George L. Pease, President of the Stationers’ 
Board of Trade ; Albert Tilt, President of the 
Phoenix Manufacturing Company, of Paterson, 
N. J.; Rufus Blake, of the Sterling Organ Com¬ 
pany; J. A. Whitney, the lawyer, and E. T. 
Bell, of the M. J. Wilcox Company. Speeches 
were made by Messrs. Lockwood, Smith, 
Whitney. Pease, and others. 

Remington & Co., London, will issue at 
once the “ Life and Letters of Berlioz,” trans¬ 
lated from the French by Mr. H. Mainwaring 
Dunstan. 

Simpkin & Marshall, London, will issue im¬ 
mediately Mr. Charles K. Salaman’s long 
promised book, “Jews as They Are,” which 
has been materially increased since it has been 
in the press, notably by a study of Shylock from 
a Jewish point of view. 

Chatto & Windus have under way a new 
volume of verse by A. C. Swinburne. The new 


work will contain an important poem on the- 
subject of Sir Tristram and the Lady Iseult,. 
and a body of miscellaneous poems, including 
a series of sonnets on the English dramatists of 
the Elizabethan period. 

Elliot Stock, London, contemplates bring¬ 
ing out an important volume on Lambeth 
Library, by Mr. Kershaw, librarian of the Lam¬ 
beth Palace Library, under the title of “Studies 
in Lambeth Library.” It will be an illustrated 
manual of the history, contents, and literary 
annals of this renowned building and of its sur¬ 
roundings. 

Kegan Paul, Trench & Co. have published 
the first instalment of an edition of Shake¬ 
speare, to be issued in twelve monthly vol¬ 
umes, which forms part of their Parchment 
Library. The text is based on that of Delius, 
and wherever a variant reading has been fol¬ 
lowed it is that of some recognized Shake¬ 
spearean critic. 

George Bell & Sons have in press a some¬ 
what notable book. For many years Mr. 
Edwin W. Streeter has been engaged in col¬ 
lecting materials for something like an authori¬ 
tative history of the world’s famous diamonds. 
In collaboration with Mr. Joseph Hatton andi 
Mr. A. H. Keane (a well-known Oriental 
scholar) he has completed a volume entitled 
“The Great Diamonds of the World.”
